Washington, Nov. 6.—America
and Japan have entered into a for-
mal agreement reforming
open door policy of (China, and
recognizing Japan’s ‘‘special in-
terests’’ in that country.

between Secretary Lansing and
Viscount Ishii, of Japan, on No-

vember 2, will go down in history

In announcing the agreement
Secretary Lansing plainly indi-
cated that it would entirely re-
move the inereasingly eritical sit-
uation developing between the
two eountries, a situation actual-
ly threhtening the friendly rela-
tions of the two great western
powers.
